The Rush for New Land. 

A NY one seeking to understand the movement of 
settlers into the Canadian Northwest from the 
United States has only to look at the conditions in 
Illinois and the other Commonwealths that were 
carved out of the fertile lands of the Mississippi 
Valley less than 100 years ago. Here a very large propor¬ 
tion of the farms are cultivated by men who do not own 
them, while the real owners, who are either descendants 
of the original settlers or men grown wealthy in trade, 
banking or other pursuits not directly connected with the 
soil, reside in the cities and towns that dot the region. 
With wealthy men everywhere seeking profitable invest- I 
ments for their idle thousands the price of the fat coin 
lands of the West is prohibitive so fnr as the farm tenant 
is concerned. If he pays a cash rent of $5 an acre, w hieh 
he docs in many instances, he is gambling heavily on the 
beneficence of the seasons that make up the year. M hen 
he can go to the Canadian Northwest and get cheap laud 
in a country of wheat and cattle the temptation to be his 
own landlord is likely to be irresistible if He is of an enter¬ 
prising disposition. 

There are many farmers, also, who have small holdings 
in the Middle Western States and who are tempted to sell 
| by the high prices which such lauds row command. To 
take their money and go to the new regions of Canada, 
where one acre of Illinois land will buy 200 acres of equally 
'fertile soil, seems to them a highly sensible action. The 
descendants of those pioneers who "tamed the wilderness” 
have lost none of the enterprise which was their chief 
heritage from their fathers. 

While the United States dislikes to lose these enterpris¬ 
ing men of Rs own blood, it cannot think that thej will 
cross the border with any desire to be false to the new flag 
which protects thorn. On their own fertile acres they 
should be loyal Canadians as they have been loyal Ameri-

T HE average man, if asked for his opinion on the sub¬ 
ject, probably would say that crime is increasing. 
Matt Pinkerton, head of the Pinkerton detective 
agency, and one of the most expert and experienced 
criminal catchers in the country, takes the opposite 
view. He grants that carefully prepared statistics of crime 
tend to sustain the popular impression; but, he says, these 
statistics and the circumstances on which the popular belief 
are based are both deceptive.

base and five feet at the top. The top 
of the embankment for thirty-five feet 
back of this gigantic wall will be pro¬ 
tected by vitrified brick laid 011 edge, 
and this, when surrounded by an iron 
railing, will provide a driveway thirty 
feet wide and a sidewalk live feet 
wide. It will be ornamented by a fringe 
of Bermuda grass. This Is the most 
pretentious piece of engineering of the 
sort ever attempted iq the United 
States. The excavation will require 
the removal of 100,000 wagon loads of 
sand; there will be used in its construc¬ 
tion 9,900 carloads of piling and 0,200 
carloads of concrete; 100,000 tons of 
rock will be hauled from a quarry 286 
miles distant, and 120 tons of re-enforc- 
ing rods will be utilized. It will take 
400 men a year and a half to do the 
work, and in order to complete the job 
in this time every kind of labor-saving 
machinery that hns been invented for 
use in work of this kind will be em¬ 
ployed. The estimated cost of the 
great undertaking will be $1,294,735. 

The original elevation of the grounds 
upon which the city was located in 
1838 was in many places but little 
above high tide. This condition was 
helped somewhat by filling In the low 
places with sand from the ridges along 
the island and with dirt from the main¬ 
land. The extreme lowness of the land 
was what caused the trouble when the 
high water came. It Is proposed to 
remedy this also by filling tlie entire 
city from the sea wall on the gulf side 
of the bay. The fill will graduate from 
twelve feet down to one.
